1 to 99.9% by weight, and 20 to 60% by weight of (B) a propyl ene- 
a-olefin random copolymer with the content of a propylene unit of 70 to 90% by weight, 
wherein the temperature dependence of dynamic viscoelasticity of the composition is

Claim 3. (Original) The propylene resin composition of claim 1 wherein the 
intrinsic viscosity of the propylene-a-olefin random copolymer (B) is in the range of 0.5- 
2.0dl/g. 
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
